WASHINGTON, June 27—Presi- 
dent Truman, answering critics of 
his veto message on the Taft- 
Hartley labor bill, said late yester- 
day in a formal statement that he 
wanted to make it unmistakably 
clear that he would see that this 
law is “well and faithfully admin- 
istered.” 

The President read his state- 
ment at his press conference. He 
obviously had in mind charges 
that his assertion in the veto mes- 
sage that the bill was. “unwork- 
able” and might drive manage- 
ment and labor groups “to turn 
in despair from peaceful pro- 
cedures to economic force” would 
handicap the administration of 
the law enacted over his veto. 

After he had finished reading 
his triple-epaced manuscript, he 
was asked whether he would use 
the injunction provisions of the 
law against the United Mine 
Workers. 

He quickly replied that he did 
not contemplate anything against 
the UMW, that the Attorney Gen- 
eral was looking into the law, that 
whatever action necessary would 
be taken, and. there. 
ing before us a e present time. 

At first he had replied no com- 
ment when asked about the “wild- 
cat coal strikes.” A little later he 
was asked whether he would use 
the new law in the coal strike. 
He told the inquiring reporter to 
read his statement, which spoke 
for itself. Asked whether any- 
thing had been started on coal 
stockpiling, he said he had no re- 
port on. this. 

Calls for Patience. 

In his formal statement, the 
President called on management 
and labor “to exercise patience 
eae tolerance in accommodating 

ymselves to the changes made 
mecensary by the act.” 

At one point, he vaguely implied 
that the act might prove unwork- 

ble. 

“Neither management nor ia- 
bor,” he said, “will achieve any 
long-range benefit by seeking to 

se the provisions of this act to 

in unfair advantage or to sus- 

n arbitrary attitudes.

PARIS, June 27 (AP)—British 
Foreign ‘Secretary Ernest Bevin, 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault and Russian Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov met here 
today to try to draft a common 
response to a United States pro- 
posal for European economic re- 
construction linked with _Amer- 
ican aid. 
The first session of their eceifax 
ence on the plan of United States 
Secretary of State George C, Mar- 
shall was private. The ministers 
adjourned, after conferring almost 
four hours, without issuing a 
statement. 

(The United Press said the min- 

isters quickly agreed that no news 
of the meetings would be given to 
the press. A press conference 
which the French had scheduled 
for 7 p.m. was canceled and corre- 
spondents were told they would 
not be informed of any details of 
today’s conversations, Bevin was 
reported to have proposed the 
policy of secrecy.) 
Today's program called for Bi- 
dault to outline briefly the French 
view that whatever is done toward 
economic co-operation must be 
done quickly. Both the French 
and British have emphasized the 
need for concentrating on a purely 
technical and economic plan con- 
cerned with the continent's needs 
for coal, transport, food and steel. 
Though only a preliminary to a 
more representative meeting of 
European states, the conference 
was expected to bring a decision 
on whether Russia will co-operate. 
Early indications pointed to the 
likelihood the Soviet response 
would be reserved until a lot of 
questions have been answered. 

Bevin arrived here by plane from 
London at 11:23 a.m. and was 
greeted at the airport by Bidault. 
Molotov arrived yesterday and re- 
ceived a similar welcome. 

The ministers’ meeting place 
was the Salon des Perroquets— 
Hall of Parrots—on the second 
floor of the Foreign Ministry 
Building on the Quai d’Orsay, so 
called because of parrots in the 
wall tapestries, Neighboring rooms 
of an imposing suite were set 
aside for their political, financial 
and economic advisers, of whom 
Molotov brought 89, 

Since arriving tn London Sun- 
day, William L. Clayton, American 
Under Secretary of State for eco- 
nomic affairs, has met with Bevin, 
Prime Minister Attlee and other 
key British Cabinet ministers, pre- 
sumably “to present the United 
States view. He is expected to 
be on hand here for semi-official 
“consultations.” 

Clayton is supposed to have told 
the British leaders what the 
United States Government would 
like European nations to see what 
they can do in their own self-

A call for volunteers to fortify

homes, 

The new flood, second of the 
month and third of the year, was 
fed by the swollen waters of the 
Missouri river which ig out of its 
banks with three different crests 
reported between Rulo, in south- 
eastern Nebraska, and its mouth. 

The Mississippi reached the 38.3- 
foot mark at the levee today and 
was still rising. A crest of 39 
feet, nine feet above flood stage, 
was predicted by Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren for late Sun- 
day or eafly Monday.

Amiel R. Barker, notorious): 
St. Louis.criminal who had been a 
fugitive from justice for 12 years 
and who was wanted on charges 
ranging from robbery to murder, 
was arrested as he sat in his auto- 
mobile at a busy Chicago inter- 
section last night, armed with a 
small arsenal of pistols, revolvers, 
rifles and shotguns, 

A picked squad of Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents sur- 
rounded Barker and captured him 
before he had an opportunity to 
use any of his many weapons. The 
arrest occurred at Sixty-third and 
Halsted streets in Chicago. Bar- 
ker’s wife, Veronica, -_previously 
had been picked up in a south 
Chicago hotel where she had been 
staying with the fugitive. 

In his machine, agents found 
five revolvers and pistols, a 
French carbine and a sawed-off 
automatic shotgun, The automo- 
bile was equipped with a police 
siren and short-wave radio for 
picking up police calls and con- 
tained a complete camping outfit, 
an elaborate kit of burglar tools 
and 1947 license plates for Georgia, 
Wisconsin Illinois, Texas, Ken- 
tucky, Arkansas, Mississippi, In-

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NEW YORK, June -27 (UP)—A 
$2500-a-year elevator man who 
posed during his lunch hour as a 
big-time Wall Street operator was 
indicted by a grand jury yester- 
day for gambling’ away $250,000 
of other people’s money in the 
stock market in less than two 
years. 


53 years old, lived in a $40-a-month 
flat but managed to chalk up 
stock transactions amounting to 
$750,0000 last year and write 
checks to the tune of $569,000 in 
the same period, the district at- 
torney’s office said. 

Fusaro was elevator man in the 
Equity building near Wall Street 
for more than 30 years. He got 
to know stock market tycoons and 
boasted to friends of the “big 
shots” who were on familiar terms 
with him. 

Fusaro gained the reputation in 
the Mulberry Bend section of 
lower Manhattan, a district peo- 
pled largely by [Italian immi- 
grants, of having great influence 
in the stock market. Soon friends 
and neighbors were turning money 
over to him to invest for them, 
the district attorney’s office said. 

Fusaro had a desk assigned to 
him in an office of a stock ex- 
change firm in the building where 
he worked. 

During his two-hour rest period, 
officers said, hé would take off 
his elevator man’s uniform, sit at 
the desk in civilian clothes and 
keep appointments with custo- 
mers,

HOW TO BUY $3500 
COAT ON $3000 PAY 


St. Louisans who bought $3500 
fur coats last year but reported 
that their income for the year 
was only $3000 may expect a call 
from a field agent of the United 
States Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue. 

Collector James P. Finnegan said 
today that the 100 field agents in 
his office are engaged in an in- 
tensive campaign to discover in- 
correctly reported incomes. Pur- 
chases of fur coats, jewelry and 
other luxury items are traced and 
compared with incomes reported 
by the purchasers. If such luxury 
items represent a major portion of 
a purchaser’s reported income he 
will be asked to explain how he 
got enough money to buy gro- 
ceries during the year. 

In another phase of the’ drive, 
incomes of taverr® operators are 
being checked by determining 
how much liquor they bought 
from wholesale dealers. Assum- 
ing that there are 25 drinks in a 
fifth of whisky, the agents esti- 
mate a tavern operator’s income 
by multiplying the approximate 
number of drinks sold by the price 
he charged for each drink. 

Since 1944, when the intensive 
campaign began, the agents here 
have found more than 400,000 per- 
sons who failed to report their 
incomes correctly, Finnegan said. 
In three months last year, Finne- 
gan’s field agents collected more 
than $6,000,000 here in the drive.

The two weeks tie-up of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. cost 
the community about $25,000,000, 
it was estimated by Victor Bran- 
non, director of the Governmental 
Research Institute,’ today. 

Largest item was the $1,100,000 
loss in gross retail trade suffered 
by merchants each week day of 
the strike, a total of $13,200,000.

“Buckingham Palace,” mur- 
mured John L. Jensen, 24 years 
old, of North Bend, Ore. 

“Why not?” answered Wallace 
McCall, 22, of Portland, Ore. 

Buckingham Palace is protected 
by an eight and one-half foot wall. 

“It took us half an hour to get 
over ‘the wall,” said Jensen, a 
recent journalism graduate from 
the University of Oregon, “and we 
just missed four policemen, but it 
was worth it when we got inside. 
What beautiful grounds! 

“We found ourselves a quiet 
spot, put on eur Arctic sleeping 
bags and went to sleep. The 
ground was a little hard and we 
awakened about 2 o’clock and had 
a can of beans, Then we went 
back to sleep.” 

Until 8 a.m., that fs, They awak- 
ened to find themselves’ sur- 


rounded by three gardeners, two 


workmen, two policemen and a 
detective.

The American position ‘was 
stated before the Security Council 
by Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate, as debate began 
an the voluminous report of the 
pee Balkan investigating commis- 

Dn. 

Austin told the Council that it 
may have to resort to counter- 
measures of the strongest possible 
kind if Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and 
Albania continued “using force 
@gainst the territorial integrity 
and political independence of 
Greece.” 

Under the U.N. Charter the 
Council may’ call on members of 
the world peace organization to 
make available whatever forces 
are needed to preserve peace, 
pending creation of the permanent 
U.N. global police force, which 
mow is under consideration. 

“Violation of U.N. Principles.” 

Upholding the commission's ma- 
jority findings that the three 
Soviet satellite states had been 
aiding guerrilla fighters in north- 
ern Greece, Austin said: “They 
have in fact been committing the 
very kinds of acts which the 
United Nations was designed to 
prevent, and have violated the 
most important of the basic prin- 
ciples upon which our organiza- 
tion was founded.” 

He pointed out that Bulgaria 
and Albania were not members of 
the U.N., but said “this does not 
mean that they are not guilty of 
having usec force in contradiction 
of.the principles of the United 
Nations.” 

Austin then called on the Coun- 
cil to take the “action necessary 
to prevent further support of the 
Greek guefrillas by its northern 
neighbors so that Greece may de- 
termine its own destiny within 
its rights as a sovereign member 
of these United Nations.” 

He said the United States téok 
the position that if the three Slav 
states continued these activities 
“the Council will be compelled to 
consider that there is no longer 
a dispute, but that there exists a 
threat to the peace, breach of the 
peace, or an act of aggression 
within the meaning of Chapter 
XII of the Charter” This chapter 
authorizes the Security Council, if 
necessary, to use force against 
violators, 

“Although the Charter contem- 
plates the pacific settlement of a 
dispute of this kind,” he contin- 
ued, “we cannot overlook the fact 
that the Charter also contemplates 
enforcement action when a situa- 
tion becomes aggravated to a suf- 
* ficient extent to warrant it.” 

He urged the Council to approve 
the Balkan cammission’s proposal 
that a continuation of aid to Greek 
guerrillas should be considered as 
a “threat to the peace within the 
meaning of the Charter.” This is 
important, he said, “because it will 
make clear to these countries and 
to the world that the continued 
use of force in violation of the 
Charter must be regarded by the 
United Nations as requiring en- 
forcement measures.” 

Careful Watch Urged. 

Austin at the same time pro- 
posed formally that the Council 
approve the commission's recom- 
mendations for U.N. machinery to 
keep a careful watch over the 
troubled zone where the four Bal- 
kan neighbors have common fron- 
tiers. His proposal called for 
either a neutral commission or 
commissioner to be sent to the 
area for a minimum of two years, 
with instructions to report to the 
Security Council at least once 
every three months. 

Austin charged that, In effect, 
the activities of the three Slav 
states constituted an attack 
against Greece's independence. 

“In modern times,” he _ said, 
“There are Many ways in which 
force can be used by one state 
against the territoria] integrity of 
another. Invasion by organized 
armies is not the only means for 
delivering an attack against a 
country’s independence. Force is 
effectively used today through de- 
vious methods of infilitration, in- 
timidation and subterfuge. 

“But this does not deceive any- 
one. Any intelligent person in 
possession of the facts cannot fail 
to recognize the use here of force, 
no matter how devious the subter- 
fuge.” 

Greece Charges Aggression. 

Representatives of Greece, Al- 
bania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia 
gat at the Council table as Austin 
spoke. They were called on im- 
mediately to state the case of their 
governments. 

Vassili Dendramis, Greek am- 
bassador to Washington, told the 
Council that the actions of the 
three northern neighbors were 
part of a plan to set up a “Com- 
munist dictatorship” in Greece. 
“It is the most reprehensible kind 
of breach of the peace,” he de- 
clared. “It is aggression.” 

Dendramis had made a similar 
eharge last night in a letter sub- 
mitted to the Council. 

After Dendramis spoke, Col. Nes- 
ti Kerenxhi, Albanian representa- 
tive, countered with a charge that 
Greece was following a policy of 
expansion and war. He blamed 
the Greek Government for the 
Yorder troubles. He spoke at 
length in defending Albania 
against the charges made by the 
Balkan commission and support-

No. 1 Communist Also Fined $1000—U.S. 
Worker Who Hid Tie Protests Penalty— 
16 Anti-Fascists and Dennis Convicted. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
Gerhart Eisler, described as the 
No. 1 Communist in the United 
States, drew the maximum federal 
court penalty today for a year in 
prisoh and $1000 fine for contempt 
of Congress. 

Eisier’s sentencing followed 
shortly after that of Carl A. Mar- 
zani, 35 years old, Italian-born 
former State Department sub-of- 
ficial. Marzani. was sentenced by 
United States District Judge Rich- 
mond B. Keech to serve one -to 
three years in prison on a charge 
of hiding Communist party af- 
filiations in a federal loyalty test. 

Another United States district 
court today convicted all 16 

utive board members of the 
Jéint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee on contempt of Congress 
charges. 

The court postponed sentence 
until a later date. The maximum 
penalty is a year in jail and $1000 
fine for each of the defendants. 

United States District Court 
Judge Alexander Holtzoff passed 
the sentence on Eisler after de- 
nying a motion for a new trial 
and a dramatic personal plea for 
mercy from Eisler. -

Denounces House Committee, 

In his plea for leniency, Eisler 
said he was a European anti-Fas- 
cist political refugee. He loudly 
protested that he was “a victim 
of a witch-hunting hysteria in 
this country, instigated and en- 
couraged by the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee.” 

“As a German Communist it is 
against my principles to feel or 
act against other peoples» and 
their democratic institutions,” Eis- 
ler said. “This, of course, does 
not mean that I am not full of 
contempt for the unlawful prac- 
tices of the Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee on the basis of 
my own experience.” 

The court interrupted Eisler, as 
he went on to say that such out- 
standing Americans as former In- 
terior Secretary Harold L. Ickes 
“shared” such contempt. Judge 
Holtzoff said he could not permit 
the defendant to criticize the com- 
mittce. He said the court's re- 
spec: for any branch of the Gov- 
ernment barred such criticism. 

Justice Holtzoff said he was im- 
posing the maximum sentence be- 
cause Eisler during the trial 
“showed an attitude of defiance 
and no disposition to co-operate 
with the congressional committee.” 

“It is apparent that this de- 
fendant does not respect the in- 
stitutions of this country,” the 
court declared. 

Eisler’s $20,000 bond was con- 
tinued, pending an appeal. 

Denied Being a Communist. 

Although LTisler received the 
maximum sentence, Marzani’s pen- 
alty was much more lenient than 
the 110 years maximum sentence 
and $110,000 fine he could have 
received. Marzani was convicted 
May 22 on all 11 counts of an in- 
dictment, each count of which 
carried a possible maximum pen- 
alty of 10 years and. a $10,000 
fine. 

He was accused of: making false 
statements about Communist par- 
ty activities during a State and 
Justice Department loyalty inves- 
tigation last year.

The Government charged that 
Marzani had been a member of 
the Communist Party in New 
York under the name of “Tony 
Whales” and had made speeches 
advocating a revolution in this 
country. Marzani denied at his 
trial that he had ever been a 
member of the party and contend- 
ed he had never used the name 
of Whales. 


In a statement issued after the 
sentencing, Marzani repeated his 
professions of innocence and de- 
clared the trial was a “travesty 
of justice.” He said he had worked 
for the Government “without 
stint and reservation” during the 
War, and added:, ! 

“Today, the same government 
sends me to jail. The ruthlessness 
of the Government’s action can be 
fully grasped only by realizing 
that in Germany today, Nazis who 
are charged with the identical 
crime on which I was indicted... 
are receiving 10 days in jail or no 
sentence at all.” 


Eugene Dennis Convicted. 


Eugene Dennis, general secre- 
tary of the Communist party in 
the United States, was convicted 
lant Right. in. another District 
court on a charge of contempt of 
Congress. The charge carries a 
maximum penalty of $1000 fine 
and one year in prison. 


The conviction raised the possi- 
bility today of a Supreme Court 
test of whether the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
is itself legal. Dennis's attorney, 
Louis F. McCabe of Philadelphia, 
served notice of an appeal. Mc- 
Cabe had contended that Dennis 
refused to answer a subpena from 
the House committee because the 
committee had no legal standing. 

McCabe’s argument was that 
Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, member of the House 
committee headed by Representa- 
tive J. Parnell Thomas (Rep.), 
New Jersey, is illegally serving in 
Congress for the reason that many 
Negroes are excluded from voting 
in Mississippi. McCabe further 
contended that the House commit- 
tee never handled legislation and 
therefore performed no legislative 
function, 

He Has “Just Begun to Fight.” 
‘ Dennis, who real name the 
House committee has said is 
Francis Waldron, took the jury’s 
verdict calmly and said, “I have 
just begun to fight.” 

The jury—six whites and aix 
Negroes—deliberated five hours. 

The Civil Rights Congress, which 
is paying legal fees for Dennis, 
issued a statement saying it would 
push an appeal because it re- 
garded the House committee “as 
a ‘thought police’ which cannot 
be tolerated in America.” 

Dennis, failed to appear in an- 
swer to a committee subpena last 
April 9. He sent an attorney in- 
stead and was promptly cited for 
contempt. 

In the Joint Anti-Fascist Refu- 
gee Committee trial, the jury of 
four men and eight women 
reached their verdict in one hour 
and five minutes. 

The group, headed by Dr. Ed- 
ward K. Barsky, New York sur- 
geon, and Howard Fast, novelist, 
was accused of failing to produce 
organization records in response 
to a subpena from the Un-Amer- 
ican’ Activities Committee. 

Accusations’ that the Refugee 
Committee was “honeycombed” 
with Communists were made dur- 
ing the two-week trial. 

All were allowed to remain free 
on bond pending motions and ap- 
peal.

Of the four who did not 
support the majority findings, 
Russia and Poland took the op- 
posite view that Greece was to 
blame, and France and Colombia 
abstained on the ground that the 
commission should not attempt to 
fix the responsibility but should 
try to conciliate. 

Albania informed the Security 
Council yesterday that it could 


not give U.N, investigators a 
blanket permit to make on-the- 
spot inquiries on Albanian terri- 
tory. . 

Following the same line taken 
by Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, the 
Albanian Government said the 
subsidiary inquiry group left in 
Greese by the investigating com- 
mission must make a separate 
application for entry each time 
it wanted to check up on an in- 
cident. Under these conditions, 
the Albanian note said, Albania 
will “give the necessary assistance 
to the subsidiary group in regard 
to possible genuine frontier in- 
cidents.”

Recommends $19,046,500 
for Missouri Basin and 
Upper Mississippi Val- 
ley. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
An 114 per cent, or $43,540,231, cut 
in the $382,727,100 civil functions 
budget of the War Department 
was recommended today by the 
House Appropriations Committee. 
The committee recommended in 
a report to the House that $339,- 
186,869 be appropriated for the ac- 
tivities during the fiscal year 
starting July 1. Civil, functions 
include river and harbor and flood 
control work, upkeep of national 
cemeteries and maintenance and 
operation of the Panama Canal. 

In making its biggest cuts the 
committee approved $95,159,700 for 
rivers and harbors, a reduction of 
$7,334,300. from the budget, and 


| $157,541,800 for the flood control, a 


$30,814,300 slash. 

The bulk of the river and har- 
bor funds was earmarked for 
maintenance and operation of ex- 
isting projects. Only $17,367,700 
is for new construction. 

The flood control fund includes 
$24,000,000 for work on the Mis- 
sissippi river and its tributaries. 
This is $22,000,000 less than the 
amount provided for this year to 
continue the long-range program. | 


Missouri Basin Funds. 


Appropriations of $19,046,500 for 
flood control and river improve- 
ment in the Missouri basin and 
upper Mississippi were recom- 
mended. Flood waters now are 
ravaging the lower Missouri 
valley. 

Plans for the Missouri river 
from the Garrison Reservoir in 
North Dakota to the mouth near 
St. Louis were outlined. The Dil! 
would provide for $11,675,000 in 
flood control work, including more 
than $2,000,000 between Omaha 
and Sioux City, and $7,371,500 for 
channel improvements. This in- 
cludes $271,500 for improvements 
on the Mississippi between Minne- 
apolis and mouth of the Missouri. 
The committee said the bill 
would make $20,121,000 available 
for work in the basin during the 
coming fiscal year. The balance 
of $1,074,500, it explained, remains 
unspent from this year. 

The Garrison reservoir in North 
Dakota, the committee said, is the 
key to flood control in the entire 
Misouri valley. It will hold be- 
tween 19,000,000 and 23,000,000 acre 
feet of water when completed. 
“The committee is disappointed 
that greater progress has not been 
made in adjusting the contro- 
versies over the height of the dam 
and’ the settlement with the Fort 
Berthold Indians for their lands 
in the reservoir area,” the com- 
mittee report — 

The recommended funds for Gar- 


rison are $6,500,000, which the com- 


FORD, UAW AGREE ON 7-CENT 
HOURLY PAY RISE, PENSIONS 


First Contract in Auto Industry With Retire- 
ment Plan—Union Shop and Dues

Retained. 


DETROIT, June 27 (AP)—The 
Ford Motor Co. and the CIO United 
Auto Workers reached an agree- 


ment today providing for a wage 
increase of seven cents an hour 
and a pension plan for some 110,- 
000 production workers. 

Richard T. Leonard, head of the 
UAW-CI1O Ford division, said the 
pension plan would cost the com- 
pany $200,000,000 the first year to 
bring workers up to date and $15,- 
000,000 a year thereafter. It is 
the first old-age retirement plan 
to be implemented in the automo- 
tive industry. — 

Leonard said the direct wage in- 
crease plus the benefits of the pen- 
sion plan will make the increase 
“over 15 cents an hour” to the 
workers. : 

When the negotiations began 
several weeks ago Ford offered 
the industry pattern increase of 
11% cents an hour more in wages 
plus 3% cents an hour to be used 
to provide for six paid holidays. 
The union demanded inclusion of 
a pension plan. : 

. When the contract is finally 
signed it will run for a minimum 
of two years. 

The wage phase of the agree- 
ment will be retroactive to May 
31, 1947, the date on which the old 
contract expired. 

Details of the retirement plan 


are yet to be worked out, as are 
other phases of the working agree- 
ment. To be retained will be the 
union shop and dues checkoff pro- 
visions of the old contract. Other 
stipulations are regarded as 
“minor” and will be disposed at 
conferences to be resumed Mon- 
day. 

An additional five-cent-an-hour 
increase will be given to 10,000 
maintenance employes and to core 
makers and jobbing moulders. 

The seven-cent-an-hour wage in- 
crease brings the Ford average 
hourly rate up to $1.46% an hour; 
General Motors average has been 
figured, corporation-wide, at 
$142% and that of Chrysler at 
$1.44%. 

The agreement averts a threat- 
ened walkout of Ford workers 
throughout the country. Yet to be 
settled, however, is a four-week- 
old strike of approximately 3800 
foremen, members of the inde- 
pendent Foreman’s Association of 
America. : 

The foremen struck last May 21 
to back demands for a new con- 
tract. This week they asked the 
UAW to respect their picket lines 
at three main Detroit area plants. 
The Auto Workers shelved the 
request pending a meeting of the 


UAW’s international executive 
board Tuesday.

State Department Work- 
ers Considered ‘Bad 
Risks’ for U.S.—Names 
Not Disclosed. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
The State Department announced 
today that 10 of its employes have 
been fired because they were con- 
sidered “bad risks” from the 
standpoint of national security. 
Press Officer Lincoln White told 
reporters the dismissals came in 
the course of a continuing se- 
curity investigation. He empha- 
sized: “This does not necessarily 
concern the loyalty of the indi- 
viduals but may refer to his dis- 
cretion or the company he keeps.” 
| White did not identify the 10, 
but said they were discharged in 
keeping with a department policy 
of firing employes “where substan- 
tial doubt exists as to their se- 


curity.” 
All were discharged summarily, 
he said, without recourse to ap- 


peal to any State Department re- 
view board or the Civil Service 
Commission, 

White said that in a few cases 
“other administrative considera- 
tions” ‘also influenced the decision 
to dismiss them but did not elab- 
orate. 

Three of the workers were em- 
ployed in the intelligence division 
in the Office of Cultural Affairs, 
it is reported. The discharged em- 
ployes were paid salaries ranging 
from $3200 to $8000 a year. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation is reported to have been . 
notified of the State Department's 
action. Officials said whether the 
discharged workers are prose- 
cuted, however, will depend on 
how the Justice Department views 
the case. 

Nearly all the employes were 
members of divisions recently 
absorbed by the State Department 


from wartime agencies whose 
work had ended. ° 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall was said to have ordered 
the dismissals under a public law 
giving him “absolute discretion” 
to fire State Department employes 
“in the interests of the United 
States.”

How Losses Were Figured. 

He explained that it is difficult 
or impossible to arrive at an ab- 
solute figure for the loss resulting 
from the strike. However, he said 
that standard practice is to count 
not only retail sales, for instance, 
but wholesale sales as well, even 
though the same goods are in- 
volved, and’ such calculations are 
‘in gross figures, rather than in 
profits.

Divorcee Given Hearing 
in Chambers to Avoid 
Embarrassing H er, 
Judge Says.

Reason for the chamber hear- 
ing, Judge Moore said, was to 
avoid embarrassing Mrs. Bryant 
in the crowded courtroom, 

In giving the young woman, @ 
comely brunette, her freedom for 
the second time, Judge Moore re- 
jected the application of Assistant 
United States Attorney Herbert 
H. Freer for revocation of the two- 
year pfobation granted by the 
court last Oct. 22. 

At the hearing last fall Mrs. 
Bryant, mother of a four-year-old 
girl, pleaded guilty of embezzling 
$300 from the Manufacturers Bank 
& Trust Co., where she was em- 
ployed as a war bond teller. She 
said she used the money to buy 
clothes for herself and daughter 
and to give a shower for a friend 
-who was getting married. 

The latest charge was of taking 
$373.85 in small sums from the 
Citholic Women’s League, 1515 
North Market street, where she 
worked as a clerk. Thefts started 
last December ind continued until 
May. 

Judge Moore was told by the 
woman's friends and relatives, at 
the hearing today, that the League 
did not wish to prosecute and 
that restitution had been made.

Taft Opposition Reported. 


The chances still are slim, how- 
ever. For one thing, as Was em- 
phasized today, there is no Dill 
before the committee. Hearings 
have been held only for purposes 
of information, For another, Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, head of 
the Senate Republican Policy 
Committee, is reported to be op- 
posed to the plan. 

Robert S. Allen of thé North 
American Newspaper. Alliance 
quoted Taft yesterday as saying 
in an interview that the military 
training proposal was un-Ameri- 
can, wasteful and obsolete and 
he would “fight it to the bitter 
end.” 

Roberts, who resigned from the 
Supreme Court in September 1945 
after a long career in public life, 
attempted to demolish six of the 
principal arguments offered by 
opponents of universal trainig. As 
to the charge that such a pro- 
gram is mmeconsistent with our 
membership in the United Na- 
tions, he had this to say: 

“Tl think the United Nations has 
uses, good uses, as a meeting 
place to discuss problems, but as 
a security organization it was 
doomed to failure from the start. 
It was conceived as a great al- 
liance between Britain, the United 
States and Soviet Russia. It was 
hoped that these three would 
agree and that the smaller na- 
tions would not dare to oppose 
them, 

“But when one member of the 
alliance falls out, it is paralyzed. 
As a security organization, it will 
not work.” 

Danger Greater Than 1940. 

In reply to a question which has 
been asked of previous witnesses, 
Roberts said he deemed today’s 
conditions constituted a far greater 
danger to our peace and security 
than did the condition in 1938 and 
1940 when we took steps to pre- 
pare for war. 

“I don’t take our military lead- 
ers seriously when they say we 
have 10 or 15 years before others 
will have the atomic bomb,” he 
said. “I think 1948 or 1949 is the 
limit. If we obtained the bomb in 
two years, why cannot it be done 
again? We’re betting on the ‘in- 
competency of other nations, and 
I think that is a dangerous thing 
to do. I think the Russians have 
all the technical information need- 
ed to produce the bomb and lack 
only engineering facilities.” 

Universal training is “the essen- 
tial contribution to world peace 
and our security,” he said, adding 
that of course he believed it was 
possible to “get a peace of slavery 
by going to Munich over and over 
again.” 
Answers to Objections. 

He gave the following answers 
to six objections by universal 
training opponents: 

1. Universal training leads to 
war: “A conclusive lesson from 
the history of the last 30 years 
is that the military unprepared- 
ness of the United States was 
a major factor, if not the major 
factor, in making the last two 
wars possible.” 

2. It is undemocratic: “No 
more democratizing influence 
can be conceived, I don’t think 
we will be training a lot of 
young Fascists as long as the 
youth of America is as clean and 
sound as it is.” 

3. Jt leads to militarism: “This 
country has just had 15,000,000 
men in its armed services. Has 
even a biased observer detected 
any resulting trend toward mili- 
tarism?” 

4. The cost would be prohibi- 
tive: Time will spell -victory or 
defeat in another war. Time 
in the future can be bought now 
and stored ready for use. The 
capacity for rapid manpower 
mobilization through universal 
military training is a cheap price 
to pay for this priceless com- 
modity.” 

5. The atom bomb and germ 
warfare make “mass” armies un- 

necessary: “They might make 
training unnecessary if we pos- 
sessed an absolute monopoly, 
but we do not. Universal train- 
ing provides the only possible 
basis for the country-wide or- 
ganization necessary to prevent 
complete collapse in case of at- 
tack by these factors.” 

6. Training is inconsistent 
with our membership in the 

United Nations: “U.N., now in 
the formative stages of develop- 
ment, will be impotent to main- 
tain world peace in the fore- 
seeable future.” 
New Committee Formed. 

Roberts said yesterday, in an- 
nouncing formation of the citl- 
zens’ committee of 120 members 
for universal training that “We're |

Barker’s crime career began in 
St. Louis in 1923 when he was 
convicted of highway robbery. He 
was 16 years old at the time; he 
is now 40. Two of Barker's ac- 
complices were killed. Barker was 
released from prison in 1926, re- 
arrested for automobile theft the 
same year, then broke jail. He 
was captured several months later 
in connection with another frob- 
bery. 

By April 1935, Barker was under 
indictment for robbery at Seattle, 
Wash., and was, arrested the same 
month at Dwight, IIL, in connec- 
tion with a $16,000 jewelry store 
robbery-at Springfield, Il. 

June 5, 1935, while awaiting 
trial, Barker escaped from the 
Springfield city jail. This was the 
last time he had been in custody 
until last night. Meanwhile, FBI 
agents had traced his criminal ac- 
tivities across the nation. 

It was known that Barker and 
four men who had escaped with 
him had driven a stolen automo- 
bile to St. Louis. The four men 
were captured, but Barker es- 
caped. For a while, Barker lived 
as a fugitive in Kirkwood, under 
the name of Raymond Powell. 

Police had cornered Barker and 
a companion, Paul Pinski, tn a 
Fayette county (Ill) roadhouse 
the night ofSept. 10, 1945. Pinski 
was captured and subsequently 
sentenced to five years imprison- 
ment on a charge of assault with 
intent to kill, 

Barker, however, shot his way 
out. In the process, Harry Mays, 
an Illinois oil field worker, was 
killed, and five other persons were 
wounded. Subsequently, said 
George B. McSwain, FBI agent-in- 
charge at Chicago, Barker was in- 
dicted for murder.

Curley began his term at Dan- 
bury last night.

Curley left’ Washington under a 
heavy FBI guard and rode in a 
Pullman car from which police 
kept other passengers.

The Missouri river, which rose 
1.4 feet to the 33.9 foot stage at 
St. Charles today, broke one levee 
at Vigus and another at Howard's 
Bend, in the Creve Coeur area of 
St. Louis county last night, flood- 
ing 4000 acres of farm land. The 
river is expected to crest at 34.5 
feet, nine and one-half feet above 
flood stage at St. Charles Satur- 
day. 

St. Louis County Farm Agent 
Paul M. Bernard, said the new 
breaks had raised to 23,000 the 
number of acres inundated by the 
Missouri, Mississippi and Meramec 
rivers in the county. Damage 
caused to crops and land since the 
first flood which occurred in April, 
would be considerably higher than 
the $1,500,000 estimated earlier this 
month, he added. 

St. Louisans who found the wa- 
ter lapping into their homes got 
out by themselves and moved in 
with friends and relatives, Red 
Cross officials said. The ap- 
proaches to the Mississippi Valley 
Stockyards at 61 Angelica street 
were covered by the flood, al- 
though the yards themselves, in 
an elevated spot, were not affected 
and all livestock had been pre- 
viously removed, 

Tracks at Levee Under Water. 

Terminal Railroad tracks along 
the levee at the foot of Market 
street and at both sides of the 
approaches to Merchants Bridge 
were covered by the flood. This 
afternoon's excursion of the river 
steamer Admiral was canceled 
while repairs were made on its 
dock, and 100 men were sent home 
from work when a sewer over- 
flowed the basement of one of the 
buildings of the St. Louis Car Co., 
8000 North Broadway, after this 
morning's downpour. 

The Red Cross established 
shelters in two St. Louis county 
schools for about 20 evacuated 
persons. 

In the St. Charles area, the 
200 residents of West Alton were 
isolated today when the levee 
which protected them broke and 
flood waters inundated about 
2000 acres. Another levee midway 
between West Alton and St. 
Charles wos topped, and officials 
estimated about 55,000 acres be- 
tween the county seat and river’s 
mouth would be covered with wa- 
ter by nightfall. 

Tents were distributed by the 
Red Cross to farmers in St. 
Charlies county who were flooded 
out of their homes but were un- 
willing to leave their livestock. It 
was estimated that 800 persons 
would eventually be forced to 
move in St. Charles county. In 
Alton, 480 persons were evacuated 
and a portion of them sheltered 
in a tent city erected in Salu 
Park. 

Water in Street at Capital. 

As one flood crest of the Mis- 
sourl approached St. Charles, 
another spread itself over two 
miles of lowland at Jefferson City.

SLIGHT DROP IN RETAIL PRICES 
IN ST. LOUIS FOR 2ND MONTH 


Retail prices in St. Louis 
dropped slightly in May for the 
second consecutive month, espe- 
cially in food and clothing, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of the 
United’ States Department of 
Labor reported today. 

After reaching a record high in 
March, retail] prices here declined 
5 of 1 per cent in April and 3 
of 1 per cent in May, Brunswick 
A. Bagdon, southwestern regional 
director of the bureau said. Food 
‘was down 9 of 1 per cent in May, 
and clothing fell off 2 of 1 per 
cent. Despite the decreases, the 
cost of goods and services ordi- 
narily bought by moderate-income 
families in the city showed a net 
increase of 2.3 per cent for the 
first five months of this year, 
Bagdon said. 

Among food items which dropped 
in May were butter, at an average 
price of 68.6 cents a pound, down 
more than 9 per cent, and lard, 
down 29.7 per cent. The food in- 
dex for St. Louis stood at 193.4 
per cent of the 1935-39 average, a 
rise of 3.2 since last Jan 15. This 
represented an increase of 33.8 
per cent from May of last year, i of sey Fame 
and a rise of 106.2 per cent from oO a, ee Le ae me 
August 1939.

BOARD REJECTS SIAM’S CLAIM 
FOR INDOCHINA TERRITORY 


WASHINGTON, June 27 (AP)— 
An international commission of 
conciliation today refused to ac- 
cede to Siam’s demands for terri- 


tory taken from it by French 
Indochina. In a ‘report to the 


Siamese and French governments, 
the five-nation group recommend- 
ed that the disputants undertake 
direct negotiations at Bangkok 
for settlement. 

To assist the proposed nego- 
tiations, the commission further 
recommended that an internation- 
al “consultative commission” be 
set up in Siam to study Siam- 
Frenche Indochina border prob- 
lems “and other questions of com- 
mon interest to the countries of 
the Indochinese peninsula.”

‘Emergency’ Machinery. 

Briefly, the new machinery to 
avert “national emergency” strikes 
works like this: 

The President, after getting a 
report on the dispute from a 
board of inquiry, orders the At- 
torney genera] to seek an injunc- 
tion—a court order—preventing a 
strike or lockout. 

The court order may run fort 80 
days. But after 60 days the board 
of inquiry makes a final, public 
report to the President. i 

In the next 15 days the National 
Labor Relations Board takes a poll 
of the workers to determine 
whether they want to accept the 
employer's final offer. In the re- 
maining five days the results of 
the poll are reported to the Attor- 
ney General, who must then ask 
the end of the injunction, 

This permits the strike to go 
ahead, if the dispute continues 
despite the court order, the inves- 
tigation, the delay and the pub- 
licity. 

The President then turns the 
dispute over to Congress for ac- 
tion. Congress would have to pass 
a law, for it has no other weapon. 

“Teeth” in Plan. 

Two features, little no.ed when 
the law was under debate, add 
“teeth” to the emergency proce- 
dure. They are: 

First, the board of inquiry can 
examine the books of a company 
or union. 

Second, the secret ballot must 
be taken plant-by-plant. In other 
words, each local union votes 
whether to accept its own employ-

We take a dim view of the meeting in Paris 
today to discuss Secretary Marshall’s plan for 


the economic reconstruction of Europe. This is . 


because Russia is sitting in with France and 
Great Britain. 

It was on June 5 that Secretary Marshall, in 
a Harvard speech, outlined his plan for aid to 
Europe that Europe might get on its feet. It 
was not entirely clear then that Russia was to 
be asked to join. 

In the interval, this country had an oppor- 
tunity to find out what Russia thought of the 
Marshall plan. Pravda, the Communist party 
organ, denounced it as an effort to concoct 
“some sort of scheme of collective responsibil- 
ity of those European debtors to Wall Street.” 
There was more of the same from other Soviet 
spokesmen, A broad and statesmanlike plan to 


help Eurape get on its feet—at a cost to the. 


United States Treasury of six billJons a year 
for four or five years—was seen in Moscow as 
a cunning plot of dollar diplomacy. 

But when Moscow was asked to join up, the 
cooler and more calculating heads in the Krem- 
lin accepted. They decided to hop what might 
take on the aspect of a streamlined gravy train. 

Of course, if all were sweetness and light be- 
tween Soviet Russia and the Western powers, 
any plan to help Europe get on its feet would 
naturally ‘include the Soviet Union. 

But this is the nation described by Under 
Secretary of State Acheson as “diametrically 
opposed to the new premises of international 
accord and recovery.” 

This is the nation which placed its signature 
on the Potsdam agreement and then proceeded 
at will to violate the terms of that agreement. 
For one of many examples, Russia promised to 
supply food and other commodities to the three 
other zones of Germany in return for repara- 
tions in the form of industrial equipment. Rus- 
sia got the ere but did not deliver the 
food. 

This is the notion which, by transparent 
trickery, recently caused its agents to seize 
power in the supposedly sovereign state of 
Hungary, and it is the nation which is now con- 
spiring to get control of Austria. 

This is the nation which has been frustrating, 
delaying or sabotaging all efforts to get a fair 
peace settlement ever since V-E day. 

This is the nation that has blocked the Amer- 
ican plan for international control of the atomic 
bomb, ,the greatest menace to mankind ever in- 
vented. 

Is there any reason to suppose that Russia, 
whose hostility to the West has been shown on 
a score of fronts all over the world, now goes to 
Paris in good faith and in a sincere desire to 
co-operate with the United States in the recov- 
ery of Europe? 

The question answers itself. 

Meanwhile, what relation has the Marshall 
plan to the Truman Doctrine of March 12? That 
doctrine frankly placed the United States in a 
world-wide diplomatic war with Russia. It was 
a protest against Russian aggression, both direct 
and indirect, political and economic, and it ex- 
pressed a determination to fight that aggres- 
sion with American resources. Now, apparently, 
we are going to offer to pool our resources with 
Russia (and expect Russia to come across with 
its share) to rebuild Europe. There is no rela- 
tion whatever between the Marshall plan and 
the Truman Doctrine.

This is so little better than nothing that it is 
difficult to credit members of the Senate with 
seriously proposing it. It is to be hoped that 
they will inform themselves about the vital na- 
ture of this work before they come to a vote.

Task for the Illinois Assembly 


After going through the new congressional 
redistricting measure in Illinois with a fine-tooth 
comb, Attorney General Barrett comes up with 
a point which he thinks invalidates the, entire 
plan. The reference to Stickney as a “town” in 
Cook county is held not to include the surround- 
ing area in Stickney “township.” For this Mr. 
Barrett, who is not adverse to troubling the 
Green administration, would set aside the first 
Illinois redistricting with a chance of success 
since 1901. 

If the [Illinois Legislature cannot repass a 
corrected bill before the June 30 deadline, it 
should certainly speed through a resolution de- 
claring legislative intent with respect to the 
small territory in question. Federal Courts, in- 
cluding the Supreme Court of the United States, 
have paid attention to declarations of congres- 
sional intent. There is good reason to believe 
that the Illinois Supreme Court would give 
every consideration to a similar statement from 
the legislators of its state. 

A further reason for believing this lies in the 
fact that the Illinois Supreme Court declared the 
1931 redistricting unconstitutional because of its 
inequities. Since the 1947 bill is outstanding for 
its generally even distribution of population, the 
Illinois Justices undoubtedly would be very

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The Lesson 


St. Louis streetcars and busses are running 
again today after a costly two-week strike that 
caused much vexation, inconvenience and hard- 
ship to this city, The end came only after the 
Mayor, backed by the force of public opinion, 
issued an ultimatum to both sides in the contro- 
versy. Neither the company nor the union dis- 
tinguished itself by consideration of the people 
during this affair. 

The lesson is clear. Strikes in public utilities, 
immediately affecting the life of large cities, 
belong in a separate category from other strikes, 
and should be dealt with differently, That is 
why the Post-Dispatch for a year has been urg- 
ing the passage of special legislation to protect 
the public. | 

Such legislation, in the form of the King- 
Thompson law, has just been _passed by the 
Missouri Legislature but, for lack of an emer- 
gency clause, could not be employed in the dis- 
pute. Mayor Kaufmann, who worked very hard 
and commendably and, in the end, successfully, 
to end the strike, first relied on persuasion and 
argument. Finally he used threats, His chief 
weapon was public opinion. Public opinion is a 
potent factor in all important labor disputes, but 
its impact is not immediate enough to avert 


,catastrophic utility tieups. 


Labor fought the King-Thompson measure, 
without offering any constructive suggestions 
to stop such tieups. In the future, the cities 
of Missouri will look to this measure to prevent 
such conditions as St. Louis has suffered dur- 
ing the past fortnight.

When President Truman vetoed the wool bill, 
he absolved the country of a dangerous dedica- 
tion to special interest. It was that kind of bill 
-—made to order for-a few wool growers at inor- 
dinate cost to everyone who buys clothes and 
everybody who hopes for a revival of world 
trade. 

The facts are set forth in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion. A group of Congressmen, mostly 
Republicans, hungering these long years for 
high. tariff barriers, thought to erect them with 
camouflage. So they concocted, not “tariffs,” 
but wool import “fees” and permissible cuts in 
import “quotas” up to 50 per cent. Congress- 
men who had similar ideas for other goods 
joined in the hope of having their own logs 
rolled later. 

Mr. Truman vetoed the-bill as a “tragic mis- 
take.” It was a series of them. The tragedy for 
consumers would have been clothing costs in- 
creased by perhaps $64,000,000 a yéar. The 
tragedy for wool-growing nations would have 
been an impetus toward recession. The tragedy 
for all the ‘world would have been the prospect 
for further congressional shenanigans to restrict 
commerce and usher in trade war.. 

Finally the Senate late yesterday passed a re- 
vised measure continuing domestic subsidies as 
recommended by the President. It would leave 
wool prices higher than they ought to be, but 
it wipes out the plan for a-quota blockade. The 
new bill at least will not hang over the Geneva 
trade conference like a piece of sabotage, 
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The price of rice has risen to $330,000 a bag 
in China. No means has yet been found in this 
country to build a bag of rice into a house or 
make it an accessory of a new car.

Mr, Ethridge acquired invaluable knowledge 
of Greece and its place in international politics 
while serving on the Balkans Commission. His 
record aS a courageous, progressive editor makes 
him peculiarly qualified as a man to stand up 
against Greek Fascists and their Tory allies and 
to fight the battle for Greek democracy. He 
knows equally well how to recognize and combat 
the tricks of Communist infiltration. 

Why a Southern arch-conservative like Sena- 
tor George would have opposed Mr. Ethridge’s 
appointment is understandable.

Import quota legislation which President Truman vetoed yesterday 
would have fleeced consumers and endangered trade policy, edi- 
torial says; calls it “mongrel measure for puny industry’; besides 
raising prices, it would have been opening gun in economic war.

The mongrel measure for looking after 
our puny ‘wool industry would gouge the 
American consumer and promote corrup- 
tion in the customs administration, 


Evidently the House and Senate con- 
ferees were impressed by the objection that 
an import fee added to the present tariff 
would violate the letter of our existing 
trade agreements with a-group of nations. 
Accordingly they adopted an alternative 
course of keeping out foreign wool, namely, 
the imposition of import quotas, 


Strange as it may seem, there is no 
specific ban on import quotas in any of our 
commercial pacts with foreign nations, 
though they would clearly violate their 
spirit. Doubtless nobody ever thought that 
the time would come when such a method 
of fighting the foreigner would be taken 
seriously.. That this device has cole out 
of the Eightieth Congress is no compliment 
to its sense of morality. 


Let us think what might be expected to 
follow this novel method of propping up 
our wool growers at the consumers’ eX- 
pense. Congress would authorize the Ad- 
ministration to exclu 50 per cent of an 
import trade that is now four times our 
domestic clip. 


An Invitation to Graft 


What yardstick would the administrators 
pick? The easiest and doubtless the only 
practical way would be to shut the ports to 
foreign wool as soon as the quota had been 
attained. That would start a race on the 
part of foreign suppliers to get their stuff 
into America. Clearly the factor of dis- 
tance alone would promote discrimination 
and ill-will. 


But it is the opening for graft on a grand 
acale that is the most dismaying thing 
about an import quota system. Wool is 
such an important item in the economy of 
Australia, New Zealand, Argentina and 
Uruguay that they would do everything 
they could to obtain import permits. It 
is irresponsible of Congress to subject the 
customs administration to this temptation. 


One import quota, of course, would de- 


‘ 


serve another. If this new method of fleec- 


‘ ing the consumer succeeds, then we would 


have a line of sick and uneconomic indus- 
tries buttonholing Congress for similar 
protection. 

The prospective holdup should arouse 
the consumer. Already he is paying through 
the nose for his woolen goods. This new 
bill would subject him to another steal of 
monstrous proportions. 

It might seem surprising that the indus- 
try which finds such favor in the eyes of 
Congress is wool. Its product is worth only 
$120,000,000, or much less than one-thou- 
gandth of the national income. But wool, 
like silver, is well distributed, and 23 states 
(or, better put, 46 Senators) have a vested 
interest in it. 


Prize Lunatic Exploitation 


We have not discussed the international 
implications of this opening gun in the con- 
gressional declaration of economic war. The 
Geneva conference on trade agreements 
might as well close up shop if the wool bill 
should be enacted. 


What our representatives are trying to 
do there is to establish economic peace. 
The wool bill means economic war. It 
is a new technique in import restrictions 
which would persuade other nations to 
copy our example, with disastrous results 
on world and American trade. 


Our representatives also are trying to 
find ways and means of helping foreigners 
earn the dollars wherewith to buy our 
goods, The problem of the dollar shortage 
has now become a crisis of the first magni- 
tude engaging the full-time attention 6f 
Secretary Marshall. The wool bill would 
close an avenue for earning dollars and 
at the same time for aiding the American 
consumer, It thus flies in the face of our 
national interest, 


Cannot the national well-being make any 
dent at all upon men obsessed with selfish 
interests? The wool bil is the year’s prize 
example of lunatic exploitation of the 
American consumer and foreign supplier. 


Federal Code Aids Mine Safety 


From the Kansas City Times 


Operation of the nation’s coal mines by 
the Government will end on June 30. This 
date also will mark the expiration of the 
federal mine safety code unless Congress 
decides to extend it before then. Without 
the protection of the code put into effect 
nearly a year ago by the Coal Mines Ad+ 
ministration, the miners again will have 
to depend on the various states to enforce 
standards of working safety. 

This system of state control has never 
worked out well. The Bureau of Mines 
reported a total of 17,626 persons killed 
and 855,056 injured in mine accidents dur- 
ing the 14 years prior to 1946. Some states 


“have been more successful than others in 


reducing such casualties. But state in- 
apection laws have a disturbing lack of 
uniformity. Also, their enforcement has 
been weakened too often by inspection 
services organized on a political basis. 

A federal law passed in 1941 authorizes 


q 


checkups by federal mine inspectors. But 
these officials can only make recommen(da- 
tions to mine operators and unions. They 
have no way of cracking down if their 
requests do not lead to safety improve- 
ments. Under the temporary code due to 
expire shortly the Federal Government can 
and has shut down mines considered un- 
safe until dangerous conditions have been 
eliminated. 


J. A. Krug, Secretary of the Interior, 
who has been the chief Government stew- 
ard of the mines during the last 13 months, 
has asked Congress for a joint resolution 
extending the mine safety code one year. 
This should be passed as a necessary stop- 
gap measure. Then Congress should take 
time during the next year to provide for 
permanent federal handling of the mining 
safety problems which the states have 
never coped with satisfactorily on their 
own.

Though both 
have vital interests in Europe, 
neither is by tradition and in- 
stinct primarily European, and 
their predominance in all the dis- 
cussions has interfered with the 
natural tendency of the European 
peoples to come together. 


The Need for Unity. 


Yet the unity of Europe, at 
least in the form of economic ar- 
rangementa, is necessary to peace 
and recovery. That unity cannot 
be achieved if the Europeans 
must always look first to Wash- 
ington or to Moscow before they 
talk out their differences with one 
another. The family life of Eu- 
rope is not likely to be restored 
if mother-in-law Russia and Uncle 
Sam are all over the house all the 
time. 

So we are retiring to a discreet 
distance, and we are supposing 
that as a consequence the Rus- 
sians will begin to draw back also. 
What reasons are there to think 
that if we relax our grip on the 
details of the European settlement 
that the Russians may eventually 
follow suit? 

There are a number of reasons 
which may be expected to rein- 
force each other. For one thing, 
in offering to assist a United 
Europe, rather than to go on 
making bilateral agreements of 
aid with separate governments, we 
are destroying the whole idea, 
mostly thaugh not entirely a pro- 
pagandist’s fable, that we have 
been trying to control Europe 
with American dollars. 


On What Grounds? 


To invite Europe to unite in 
order that we may assist it is the 
surest proof that we do not seek 
to rule Europe. The principle of 
aggression and domination is to 
divide and rule—never, as in Mr. 
Marshall's Harvard. speech, to 
unite those who need help. 

Second, we are not only offer- 
ing to help on the very terms to 
which no European can take ex- 
ception — namely that Europe 
shall contro] its own destiny—but 
we are in a position-to make that 
help substantial and decisive. On

Building a Framework.

work of European unity into 
which the German states can be 
fitted, will exist. 

Third, in Western Europe—pri- 


the Netherlands and Italy — the 
Communist parties and their near 
allies cannot oppose or obstruct 
a European economic agreement 
without taking the blame for pro- 
longing and aggravating the mis- 
ery of the people. ‘They cannot 


jsay that they are objecting to the 


new policy betause they are 
against a “Western bloc.” A 
policy in which Poland and 
Czechoslovakia participate is not 
a Western bloc, and French or 
Italian Communists can hardly 
continue to be more pro-Soviet 
than the governments which are 
most closely allied with the So- 
viet Union. 

Fourth, under this policy Great 
Britain must in order to solve its 
own economic difficulties play its 
full part in Europe. As long as we 
took the initiative in every Euro- 
pean discussion, British states- 
manship was so preoccupied with 
us that it could not and did not 
focus on Europe. 


If Reds Oppose. 


And what if these hopes are 
dashed, if as we withdraw from 
the forefront of. the conferences 
about Europe, the Russians take 
the opposite line, and begin to 
throw their weight around more 
than ever? If they do that, which 
we may hope they will not, they 
will demonstrate to the peoples of 
Europe that it is not America, and 
‘the Truman Doctrine, and our get- 
ting “tough with Russia,” which 
provoke them but their own deci- 
sion to rule Europe or to ruin it. 
If they take this line, we shall, 
after the experiment in _ retire- 


a clearer mandate, a clearer con- 
ception of the problem, and a new 
strategical method. It will not then 
be a question of arguing, or of 
elaborate indirect devices, as in

Mark Final Day of the 
‘Convention. 


The thirty-eighth annua] meet- 
ing of the American Home Eco- 
nomics Association concluded to- 
day with trips to points of inter- 
est in the St. Louis area and busi- 
ness meetings at Hotel Statler. 

Dr. Hazel K. Stiebeling, chief of 
the Bureau of Human Nutrition 
and Home Economics of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture, said yesterday that home 
economists can make an import- 
ant contribution to peace by point- 
ing out to the public the necessity 
of sharing food with other coun- 
tries. 

Because of the world food short- 
age, she said, food supplies that 
are available must be shared, 

“For effective co-operation in 
the international management of 
food and related materials, there 
must be greater willingness to 
give and less insistence on taking 
on the part of citizens of countries 
with large supplies of food,” she 


Shortages of cereals, fats and 
oils and meat throughout the 
world are expected to continue 
through’ 1948, Dr. Stiebeling told 
the delegates. Export supplies of 
fats and oils have decreased 40 
per cent as compared with the 
prewar total, she reported, rice 
supplies have fallen 30 per cent 
and sugar production is 10 per 
cent below the prewar figure, 
Meat production throughout the 
world has decreased 8 to 10 per 
cent, and has dropped 40.per cent 
in Europe alone, she said. A con- 
ference called by the International 
Emergency Food Council will 
meet in Paris next month to plan 
for improved food management 
next year. 

Substandard diets, she pointed 
out, are cumulative in their effect 
on health. 

“The world today is paying a 
high price for inadequate nutri- 
tion in terms of high infant mor- 
tality, retarded growth and devel- 
opment among children, high inci- 
dence of tuberculosis, delayed re- 
habilitation and great human 
misery,” she told the meeting.

CRITICIZES ATTITUDE 
TOWARD POLIO HERE 


Foundation Man Says Doc- 
tors Fail to Use Avail- 
able Treatments. 


St. Louis area physicians were 
criticized last night for their fail- 
ure to use local facilities and all 
present therapeutic methods in the 
treatment of infantile paralysis. 

Dr. Hart E. Van Riper, of New 
York, medical director of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, told a joint meeting of 
the St. Louis and St. Louis County 
Medical Societies that he had been 
“distressed” to learn that 60 lo- 
cal poliomyelities patients had 
been sent from here to Minneap- 
olis in 1945. 

“IT am sure that just as good 
treatment could have been given 
those patients in St. Louis,” Dr. 
Van Riper asserted, “but there 
was an apparent resistance on the 
part of some persons in the medi- 
cal profession in St. Louis to the 
idea that we could do something 
for the patient in the acute stage 
of the disease and that it was not 
necessary to wait until four or five 
years later, when orthopedic sur- 
gery could be used.” 

He urged doctors to dissociate 
the problem of the treatment of 
polio from “the personalities which 
have been injected into it” and 
accept: all available methods of 
treating the disease, including Sis- 
ter Kenny’s. The physician must 
decide, he pointed out, which type 
of therapy is best for any indi- 
vidual patient. 

Dr. Van Riper praised the con- 
valescent center for polio patients 
which was set up at St. Louis 
County Hospital last year and 
urged the establishment of more 
such centers throughout the 
United States. 

Every polio patient should be 
hospitalized, he said, because of 
the acute nature of the disease 
and because only in a hospital 
can proper equipment and trained 
personnel be provided. There is 
no known means of stopping an 
epidemic of the disease, or of pre- 
venting spread of the disease, and 
there is no specific cure for polio, 
he said. ; 

Answering critics who have as- 
serted that: the polio foundation 
has too much money, Dr. Van 
Riper said the foundation did not 
have too much money, but agen- 
cies dealing with other diseases 
had too little. He thought that 
properly conducted campaigns by 
such groups as the American 
Heart Society could raise suffi- 
cient funds to attack other’ dis- 
eases successfully.

There is almost as much 
danger of sabotage of our pro- 
gram by the extreme right as by 
the Communist left. 

The road to democracy in Ath- 
ens is strewn with broken glass. 
One can only wish for Gov. Gris- 
wold tolerance and understanding 
from the public here at home as 
he leaves for his mission.

KANSAS CITY, June 27 (AP)— 
Carl De Rose, the Kansas City 
Blues’ 220-pound pitcher, today 
had a perfect no-hit game to his 
credit in the American Association 
baseball records—and he did it 
with an ailing arm. 

The big righthander, whose arm 
has bothered him practically the 
entire season, faced only 27 bat- 
ters in hurling Kansas City to a 
5-0 victory over the Minneapolis 
Millers last night. He had two 
trikeouts. 

. The game was a test for De 
Rose—to see whether he could 
continue pitching* or whether he 
should return home for an opera- 
tion on his arm. 

Just recently physicians who 
checked his arm suggested that 
some temporary remedy calculated 
to deaden the pain be used or that 
De Rose drop baseball] this season 
and submit to an operation. The 
ailment developed during spring 
training. 

Hadn't Pitched in Month. 

It was the first e De Rose 
had pitched since y 31 when he 
went eight innings against Mi)- 
waukee and was removed to save 
his arm. After that performance 
the arm pained so keenly at times 
he was unable to sleep. 

Three weeks ago he was sent to 
the New York Yankee’s trainer 
for treatment’ and was advised to 
take a fest cure. The Yankees 
are the Blues’ parent club. 

But last night De Rose had al- 
most flawless control, tossing a 
total of only 93 pitches. 

There was drama for the 6523 
spectators until the final minute. 
The last batter to face De Rose 
was Babe Barna, a pinch-hitter. 
Barna worked the count to two 
strikes and three balls. Then De 
Rose whizzed a third strike past 
him, 

Previous to his no-hitter, he had 
a record of only two victories and 
two defeats this season. 

This Was Something, Too. 

It was the first time in 34 years 
that a Kansas City pitcher hurled 
a no-hitter in American Associa- 
tion play. In 1913 Jim (Hippo) 
Vaughan, a lefthander who later 
went to the Chicago Cubs, pitched 
a no-hit game against Toledo. 

In all of Kansas City’s American 
‘Association history there have 
only been five no-hitters by Blues, 
including De Rose's performance. 
In 1906 Ducky Swan bignked Co- 
Jumbus with no hits, in 1908 Chick 
Brandon pitched a no-hitter 
against Indianapolis and in the 
game year Smoky Joe Wood 
stopped Milwaukee without a hit.

Mayhem and Murder 
In Place of Bob Hope

NEW YORK, June 27. 


N the first seven minutes of play in “The 
| Adventures of Philip Marlowe” which replaced 
Bob Hope for, the summer, guns flashed three 
times, one man was killed and the murderer lay 
stiff on the floor,

him. Some glandular disturbance, probably. 

The darn thing started out like a house afire 
and ended like a prairie fire. Besides murder, 
Marlowe encountered a scrambled divorce cage, 
blackmail, double-crossing, misunderstanding and 
love (or LUV as it’s probably spelled by Lever 
Brothers, the soap company which sponsors it.) 
Through it all the wind blew like sixty. Ray- 
mond Chandler, who writes the Marlowe stories, 
believes in giving the customers a lot of mayhem 
for their money, possibly a little tod much of it. 
There were about three too ‘many people, all up 
to no good, for one-half hour show, Consequently, 
there wasn’t a great deal of time to devote to 
any of their malpractices. If plots get any more 
abbreviated, they'll be doing “War and Peace” 
on a 15-minute show and have time left over for 
the commercial. 
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MARLOWE, as every one over 6 must know 
by now, is that private little gold mine of Ray- 
mond Chandler. He’s been in a raft of books, 
a lot of movies—“The Big Sleep,” “Murder, My 
Sweet” and “The Lady in the Lake,” to mention 
only a few—and this isn’t by any means his first 
radio appearance. He’s been portrayed by almost 
évery one except Greer Garson. On this pro- 
gram, that excellent actor Van Heflin plays 
the role. 

No matter who plays Marlowe, he remains a 
cynical cuss, who complains that he could be 
quite a nice guy if every one else in the world 
wasn’t such a 14-karat heel. This somewhat 
sweeping indictment is understandable tn Mar- 
lowe’s case; he gets mixed up with the funniest 
People. In the circles he moves in, you are not 
likely to meet any one’s widowed mother and 
even if you did, she would probably turn out to 
be the most distinguished arsonist in Los 
Angeles, Naturally, this warps a man’s outlook. 
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ONE OF THE QUALITIES that distinguishes 
Chandler's work from the rest of the cold steel 
school of writing is its dialogue, which is usually 
referred to as clipped. As I see it, this means 
all the intermediate sentences are left out. A 
Chandler character rarely ever says “Huh?” 
or “How's that again?” He grasps instanter 
what the other guy, the one with the gun, is 
talking about and is two jumps ahead of him. 
Another distinction is his scarifying treatment 
of horror scenes, A bit of by-play taking two 
seconds—say, the period between cocking the 
gun and the explosion—goes on for about 30 
seconds, all of them agonizing. 

Beyond that it’s adventure stuff not sus- 
ceptible to any detailed analysis. Seems to me, 
though, that the hard-boiled private dick has 
been with us a long time now and a new cycle 
ought to be setting in any time now. A dis- 
tinguished white-haired old party, who solves 
crime and collects rare books, perhaps, 
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I MAY BE DREAMING but I’ve always 
thought the great popularity of the private 
detective as opposed to the public cop is a pene- 
trating commentary on our concept of justice. 
In her brilliant reporting of the Greenville lynch- 
ing trial in “The New Yorker,” Rebecca West 
displayed again and again, almost unconsciously, 
her deep and pecullarly English reverence for 
caurts and the processes of formal law. Amer- 
i¢ans have a practical respect for their courts 
but hardly a reverence for them. To many 
Americans, a court is a place where justice is 
more often thwarted than triumphant. 

The great advantage a private detective enjoys 
over a cop is that he can side with what he 
considers pure justice as opposed to pure law. 
The private detective can play on either side 
of the law with the approval of his readers pro- 
vided they think he’s on the right side, This 
approval is a vestige of our acceptance of 
frontier justice where law was enforced arbi- 
trarily by the citizens rather than the courts. 
It doesn't do any harm, I suppose, except as a 
symptom of a state of mind, which occasionally 
breaks into open lawlessness in the name of 


justice as it did in Greenville, N. C.

A Salty Ghost 


Ghosts in movies usually repel us. They more often than 
not are insufferably coy and whimsical and given to tricks 
they consider funny such as walking through walls. But 
“THE GHOST AND MBS. MUIR,” at the FOX THEATER, 

is pleasantly different. It’s a nice senti- 
mental comedy in which a doughty widow 
refuses to be frightened by the bluff ghost 
of a sea captain who once lived in the sea- 
side cottage. she rents. Not only that, she 
enters into profitable literary collaboration 
with him and even falls in love with him. 


Rex Harrison, the English actor in 
America on an exchange agreement, is the stormy captain, 
quite handsome in a Bernard Shaw beard. He manages to 
impart a fine humorous scorn of the landlubbers’ world in 
his bellowings, and gives the picture a salty tang that it 
needs to make its sentiment palatable. Gene Tierney does 
an unusually good job as the prim and mettlesome: widow. 
George Sanders is not at his best in a silly role of a children’s 
writer turned wolf. 

The screen play by Philip Dunne makes the most of R. A. 
Dick’s well-known novel. But we thought the story was al- 
lowed to drag too long before Mrs. Muir was allowed to grow 
old enough to die quietly and join her beloved mariner.

Telegraphs Its Punch-Lines- 


Most of the comedy in EGG AND 1,” at the AM-

Bad Mistake: Turned Back to Window 


When He Did, Bugsy Siegel Became Victim of Slight Case of Murder 


By Bob Considine 
NEW YORK, June 27. 


HEY buried Bugsy Siegel out 
2 at Los Angeles yesterday, sev- 

en days after the boys got 
Bugsy in the same bizzare manner 
that Bugsy often was suspected 
of getting the boys. 

They slipped up quietly on Sie- 
gel in Beverly Hills and blew in 
the back of him with a burst of 
machine-gun fire. . 

It took Bugsy a long time to 
turn his tack to a window. But, 
as must happen, he got careless. 
The baying of the bloodhounds 
drifted away from him. He.had 
a few legitimate things going for 
him like the $5,000,000 hotel and 

‘casino at Las Vegas, Nevada. He 

knew a lot of people in the movies 
and in sports, including the fel- 
low he helped contaminate, Leo 
Durocher, and a lot of free load- 
ing pals, some-of them in the 
newspaper business, had told him 
he was a good egg until he must 
have believed it, 


So one night he left the light on . 


and turned his back to the win- 
dow. And he met the kind of 
death which any cop who ever 
chased him, or a D. A. who saw 
him slip away once nabbed, would 
tell you he richly deserved. 


He is hardly the end of an era. 
There appears .o be no end to 
eras in bookifiaking, white slav- 
ery, dope, racketeering in food, 
bottled goods and in such nor- 
mally discreet trades as the laun- 
dry business. In such enterprises 
as Bugsy’s name was linked, 
there are ends only to individuals 
and they don’t hit the front page 
unless they’re as fancy or as fa- 
bled as Siegel. 


Every newspaper man who has 
approached within 50 miles of Hol- 
lywood, since Bugsy led a virtual 
parade of underworld slum to that 
land of sunshine and quickly won 
social acceptance, has at one time 
or another been approached by an 
acquaintance who propagandized 
Bugsy. 


“Bugsy’s a square guy,” the 
cliche usually ran. “He got a bum 
rap or two back East, on account 
of politicians. But to know him 
is to love him. Give him a break.” 


Bugsy’s intermediaries made se- 
rious effort to induce Westbrook 
Pegler, who could hit Siegel blind- 
folded, to accept an invitation “to

sit down with Bugsy” and, pre- 
sumably, hear Bugsy’s side of his 
association with Durocher. Pegler 
ignored the overtures. 

During the last spring training 
trip of the New York Giants, a 
graup of club officials and writers 
flew to Las Vegas to drop in on 
Bugsy’s chartreuse and shocking 
pink salon, They found him a 
suave guy who couldn’t do enough 
for the press. What he did do, 
however, offended Joe Williams, 
the sports columnist. Williams lit 
into the host one night and re- 
counted aloud the horrid calendar 
of crime on which Bugsy’s name 
was scrawled by police and 
stoolies. In view of Bugsy’s pen- 


chant for rough, dumb, trigger- 
jumpy associates, Williams per- 
formed a feat of courage of con- 
siderable proportions. 


Bugsy’s joint at Las Vegas is 
something that must be seen to 
be believed. It is a big, sprawling, 
green thing, built in the modern 
manner. The color arrangement 
inside is modeled from a chorus 
girl's dream of paradise. 


The place Is made more strik- 
ing by its surroundings. It is set 
smack dab in a scabrous desert 
patch on which it would be dif- 
ficult to raise even whiskers. Bell 
hops around the hotel told me 
that the hotel’s green lawn was 


- holder in the resort. Webb 


laid the night before it opened, 
by men who seemed to go in for 
black, slouch hats ahd dead ci- 


gars. 

Police Chief C. H. Anderson, of 
Beverly Hills’s normally first-rate 
police force, called Bugsy’s hotel 
a hangout for hoodlums, during a 
brief trip to New York to pick 
up a hood named Al Greenberg, 
in the wake of Bugsy’s erasure. 

If so, it didn’t appear to be 
that during our stay there. It. 
looked like any other expensive” 
joint where people with too much 
money were spending themselves 
back to a norm the war had 
bloated out of recognition. 

The hotel was constructed by a 
company owned by Del Webb, one 
of the owners of the New York 
Yankees, and, reportedly, a share- 
re- 
cently denied that his interest in 
Bugsy’s place exceeded the nor- 
mal interest of a builder. He 
pointed out that his company orig- 
inally was hired by Billy Wilker- 
son, Hollywood publisher and cafe 
owner, and added: ., 

“Wilkerson discovered that it 
was going to be too expensive, so 
Siegel and some others took over. 
We completed it for them. We 
had contracted to build the place 
and we built it.” 


When a man like Bugsy gets it 
he taxes the police far beyond the 
death of almost any other person. 
Bugsy’s roots in gangland were 
deep and devious. During his 
quarter century of living just be- 
yond the secure clutch of the law, 
he could, and probably did, make 
thousands of enemies sinister 
enough to knock him off. His 
death could have been something 
unpaid since Murder, Inc. 

There will be hundreds of other 
leads, including the. inevitable sus- 
picion that Bugsy, a newcomer to 
Las Vegas's $300,000,000 a year 
gambling’ handle, but owner of 
only one of that city’s games, 
might have tried to take it all. 

He wasn’t a bad-looking fellow. 
No one in Hollywood ever seemed 
to know whether Siege] acted like 
George Raft, or Raft acted like 
Bugsy. Some pin prick of con- 
science made him keep his two 
daughters so cloistered that their 
first names were difficult for early 
investigators of the murder to 
ascertain. 

The boys always called him 
Benny, and if he had been wear- 
ing one, they would have shot that 
full of holes, too.

HOSE who write about how to 
choose an adequate diet and 
how to prepare food that will 
appeal strongly enough to be eat- 
en in its entirety never tire of 
talking about the virtues of liver, 
No meat and no other food adds 
up higher nutritionally. A four- 
ounce portion containg one-third 
of the day's protein and thiamin 
need and all of the day's require- 
ment of iron, vitamin A and of 
niacin. These food values account 
for the high rating of liver in 
diets for nutriti deficiencies 
and these are sufficient reason 
why everybody should learn to 
enjoy liver and also why every 
home-maker should learn several 
ways for preparing palatable liver 
dishes. And remember to keep in 
mind the two essentials in cook- 
ing—one to remove all skin and 
veing and the other never to 
over-cook, 

Liver Soup. 


Two tablespoons rice, one and 
one-half cups water, two table- 
spoons bacon drippings, one medi- 
um onion, finely chopped, one-half 
pound beef liver, two cups tomato 
juice, one teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon meat extract paste or 
one-half bouillon cube, one-half 
teaspoon sugar, pepper,.one egg, 
one teaspoon finely chopped pars- 
ley. 

Wash rice, then turn into squp 
kettle and add water. Cover and 
simmer about 15 minutes or until 
about tender. Heat, drippings in 
skillet, add onion, cover and saute 
until soft. Then add the liver that 
has the skin and veins removed 
and cook until heated through or 
for five or six minutes. Turn on- 
ion, tomato juice and all season- 
ings into “the rice. Put liver 
through food chopper and add to 
soup. Beat egg, add two table- 
spoons ‘water, stir and drizzle egg 
into soup, stirring constantly with 
a fork. Reheat and serve with the 
parsley sprinkled on top. Five or 
six servings.

Might Be Mistaken for a Student 


At Missouri U.—She's on Faculty

casual observer, seeing Jo- 
A eepnine Eckert on the campus 
of the University of Missouri, 
might assume that she was 
another attractive student, chiefly 
interested in making passing 


. grades while having as much fun 


as possible. Actually, she is an 
instructor in the English Depart- 
ment and the author of a success- 
ful first novel, “The Practicing, of 
Christopher,” portrayal of the 
sensitive reactions of a 9-year-old 
boy. The. book has_ received 
favorable reviews throughout the 
country and is having a big ‘sale. 

Miss Eckert is a far departure 
from the traditional conceptions 
of an English protessor. She 
began the story of Christopher in 
1943 while she was still an under- 
graduate at the University of 
Michigan. In 1946, the year she 
received her Masters degree, she 
submitted her book to the annual 
Avery Hopwood contest, where it 
won the major fiction award of 
$800. 

Subsequently. offered to the 
Dial Press, it was accepted imme- 
diately and published last March. 
In May Reader's Digest printed 
a condensation fdr which they 
paid $2000. It is soon to come 
out in England under another 

When a Writers’ Workshop was 
held in Columbia recently, under 
the joint sponsorship of the De- 
partment of English and the 
School ff Journalism, Miss Eckert 
was scheduled to give a lecture 
entitled “Problems of the First 
Novelist.” About 50 practicing and 
aspiring writers from 10 different 
states gathered to hear what she 
would have to say. Many were 
expecting to see a Willa Cather 
or an Edna Ferber. Those who 


knew that she was only 25 were 
wondering how a person so un- 
tutored in experience could have 
handled the character of Christo- 
pher with such delicacy and per- 
ception, 

Without any embarrassment she 
mounted the rostrum and talked 
in a casual way about the prob- 
lems of a beginning novelist. Her 
listeners were instantly captivated 
by her modesty and natural, unaf- 
fected dignity. 


From a_ practical standpoint 
Miss Eckert believes that writers 
must first of all master the exi- 
gencies of time. People are for- 
ever saying to successful authors, 
“I'd like to write, but I simply 
can’t find time!” Those who real- 
ly want to write will find the time, 
but while they are doing it they 
must have money for the necessi- 
ties of life, so are forced to take 
jobs in other fields, Then they 
have to cope with the problem of 
divided interests, If they give the 
best of themselves to the jobs for 
which they are being paid, will 
they have enough energy left to 
write in the time that remains? 
Miss Eckert deals with people all 
day long and often finds herself 
nervously depleted by the time 
classes are over. She is beginning 
to wonder if there is not some 
truth in Thomas Mann’s maxim 
that “The artist should observe 
but never participate,” but she 
finds it hard to remain detached 
in the midst of the activity which 
characterizes a modern university. 


Another problem which confronts 
a beginner is that of finding a good 
critic. Friends are not likely to 
be completely honest in their es- 
timates and relatives are likely to 
be prejudiced in favor of the

But 
in a novel, there is more time to 
develop characters and if they 
are well handled, they will take 
charge of the story.” 

It may sound as if Miss Eckert 
succeeded in a burst of divine in- 
spiratiOn, but she assured her lis- 
teners fhat even for her, writing 
is hard work. The Practicing of 
Christopher was her first novel, 
but before she began it she had 
received innumerable rejections 
on her short stories. 

Someone asked her if she had 
had difficulty handling students 
who were near her own age. “I 
did at first,” she admitted. “I 
thought I had to assume an atti- 
tude in keeping with a proper 
professor of English, and I wasn’t 
getting any response. Finally a 
friend said to me, ‘Look, you're 
not being yoursel*. Relax and 
act the way you really feel.’” 
Following this advice, she had no 
further trouble holding the at- 
tention of her classes. 

During the summer vacation 
Miss Eckert will devote her 
mornings at the home of her 
family in Ottawa, Ohio, to work- 
ing On a second novel, a study of 
an adolescent girl. Afternoons: 
Tennis, swimming, playing the 
Piano and accordion. There is a 
young man in the offing, too. 
Miss Eckert is a normal, well- 
rounded yOung woman, takes life 
in stride.

Declarer 
won, laid down the spade ace, 
and seemed extremely annoyed — 
to find all three of the missing 
trumps in West’s hand (although 
what possible difference that 
could make is hard to fathom). 
However South continued with 
trumps, ending in dummy, and 
then, evidently convinced that he 
would have to find the club king 
on side, tried the finesse in that 
suit. West captured the club 
queen and lost no time about put- 
ting down the heart queen for the 
setting trick. 

Trump drawing should have 
been the least of South's wor- 
ries in this deal. The slam could 
have been made safely in more 
than one way, but the simplest, 
by far, was to leave one trump in 
dummy, then to cash the ace and 
king of diamonds and ruff dum- 
my’s last diamond, and to throw 
West in with his marked queen 
of hearts. Any return West made 
would give South his contract.

Experiments 
For Making 


Life Easier 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


R. M. is having difficulties 
M with his wife, because of his 

over-aggressive behavior to- 
ward her. His difficulty goes back 
to frustration in childhood. He 
did not get the love and security 
that he needed. If his parents, in- 
stead of going into divorce court, 
could have met his ‘legitimate re- 
quirement of affection, and at the 
same time treated him fairly and 
firmly, his persunality would not 
have been warped so badly that 
his wife must pay the penalty in 
being nagged and bullied, 
What can an overaggressive 
person do to make himself easier 
to live with? Short of an over- 
hauling by some psychologist, 
which I suggested yesterday, there 
are various expedients that can be 
tried. A little experiment will 
show whether they are helpful: 
1. A physical outlet. Boxing, 
wrestling, bag punching, tennis— 
active and competitive sports in 
general—may furnish a satisfac- 
tory outlet for some of the aggres- 
sive tendencies, 
2. A social outlet. Find some 
undesirable condition (not fper- 
son!) that needs to be changed, 
‘and go after it. A lot of real ac- 
complishment in the world is the 
result of aggressive tendencies 
turned into useful channels. 
3. Development of more desir- 
able attitudes and habits. As a 
starter: 
(a) Be more patient. Wait for 
others to get their chance in mak- 
ing suggestions or taking part 
in group activity. 

(b) Be more fair. Let spouse, 
partner, son, or daughter, have a 
chance to make a few of the deci- 
sions. 

(c) Be less cocksure. Accept 
criticisms and suggestions  will-' 
ingly; if they are not valuable, at 
least they cost you nothing! Spend 
less time in telling people, more 
time in learning from them. 

(d) Be less propagandistic. Not 
only does it make you disliked, but 
it tends to make you overcritical 
of others and not sufficiently 
critical of yourself. 

(e) Be less persistent and ex- 
acting. Remember that it is not 
your whole duty (nor that of any- 
one else) to do everything im- 
mediately and to final perfection. 
Take it easy! 

Watch yourself: catch yourself; 
and you'll get through life much 
more pleasantly and profitably.
